THE INDIAN AFFAIRS SUB-COMMITTEE AS- 
SEMBLING AT Sr. LOUIS TO INVESTIGATE 
THE SETTLERS’ RIGHTS. 

Sr. Louis. Mo., May 18.—({Special.]— The 

Hon. H. L. Dawes of Pittsfield, Mass., accom- 


panied by his danghter and son, Miss Annie L. 
Dawes and H. I. Dawes Jr., arrived ners today 


and registered at the Southern Hotel. Mr. 
Dawes is Chairman of the Senate Sub-Commit- 
tee on Indian Affairs, and, together with Sena- 
tor 8. B. Maxey of the same committee, who 
arrived last night, is en route to Muscogee, 
Ind. T., where they will meet Senators Morgan 
of Alabama, Jones of Arkansas, and Ingalis 
of Kansas, and Secretary Endicott. Said 
Senator Dawes: We are authorized 
to investigate the present condition of 
the Indian tribes located in the Indian Terri- 
tory, to inquire into the reported frauds ex- 


isting in the Indian Agency Department, and 


examine into tne title of the lands owned by 
Indians and said to be occupied by white 
settlers. Under the latter head come 
the Oklahoma colonists and the ques- 
tion of their right to invade and set- 
tle in the Territory. The matter of leases by 
Indians to cattlemen and companies organized 
for the purpose of raising and herding cattle 
will also be looked into and reported upon by 
the committee. It willrequire a great length 
of time to perform the work weil, and our visit 
will not be in the nature of a pleasure trip by 
any means.“ Another branch of the Committee 
on Indian Affairs goes on a simiiar mission to 
Dakota and the Northern States and Terri- 
tories. 


A BOY CRIPPLE BURIED ALIVE, 


SAMUEL STOKES, AGED 12 YEARS, BEATEN 
NEARLY TO DEATH NEAR BLACKS AND 
WHITES, VA., AND THEN CROWDED INTO A 
HASTILY-MADE GRAVE. 

Prrensnond, Va., May 18.—[Special.]—News 
has been received here today of the commis- 
sion near Blacks and Whites, fifty miles from 
this city, of a revolting crime of which a poor 
crippled colored boy named Samuel Stokes, 
aged 12 years, is the victim. He is the son of 
aman named Henry Stokes, and is said to 
bave been brutally treated. Last Thursday it 
was reported that the boy’s dead body had 
been found in the woods and with 
great haste buried by the boy’s father 
in Irbs’s farm. Suspicion was aroused 
and Saturday the body was exhumed. It was 
found doubled up in a box two and a half feet 
in length. The forehead bore evidence of 
blows, while a fracture of the skull also was 
found. The body, though it had been thirty- 
six hours in the grave, was not yet stiff, and 
the bands and fingers were lacerated as if by a 
frenzied effort to burst open the coffin, leading 
to the horrible conclusion that the poor wretch 
was buried alive, the blow which his murder- 
ers no doubt believed’ had killed him having 
merely produced unconsci Both sup- 
posed culprits are under arrest, and there is a 
most revengeful feeling among the negroes. 


WAS SHE POUNDED TO DEATH? 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., May 18.—(Special.}— 
This morning Angelia, wife of John Davis, a 
Methodist minister of this city, was found 
dead in her bed. The post-mortem eXamina- 
tion revealed bruises all over her body. Hardly 
a six-inch spot could be found that was not 
black and blue. There were no cuts on her 
body. Her husband, John Davis, was arrested 
today and lodged in jail charged with beating 
his wife to death. He confessed that be bad 
cruelly beat his wife several times of late. A 
bottle half full of laudanum was tound in the 
house, and Davis claims she poisoned herself.

The Two Prisoners Protest Against 
Their Conviction—The Line of 
Defense Criticised. 


Pull Details of the Dynamite Plots Made 
PubliomAn Exceedingly Thrilling 
Story + 


LONDOS, May 18.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.|—The Central Criminal 
Court Room at the Old Bailey was like a thea- 
tre this morning. Every seat was occupied by 
men and women eager to hear the charge in 
the trial of Burton and Cunningham. The 
place was redolent with the perfume of a hun- 
dred bouquets, one of which was presented to 
Minister Phelps, who sat on the bench at. the 
right of Justice Hawkins. Burton looked ill, 
pale, and wearied; Cunningham was quite 
composed. He is almost as black a negro, and 
if his hair were curly he would readily pass 
for a pure African. 

Minister Phelps was perhaps the most atten- 
tive listener to all the proceedings of the day. 
Although present unofiicially it was evident 
that he was critically watching the case in view 
of the many international questions of which 
Irish-Americans are the cause, and which will 
inevitably demand his attention. He followed 
the four-hour address to the jury with the 
deepest attention, and his countenance and 
manner were far more impassive and judicial 
than those of the judge. 

JUSTICE HAWKINS’ CHARGE. 

The Judge charged the jury more in the style 
of a prosecuting officer than of an impartial 
Judge. He frequently asked the jury. How 
can you doubt” this and that fact. Neverthe- 
less the summing up of the case was a master- 
ly piece of legal analysis and net-weaving. He 
bardly glanced at his notes, and spoke with 
rapid vehemence. His manner has changed 
but little since he was elevated from the bar 
to the woolsack eight years ago, and 
those who were in court on both occasions 
were forcibly reminded by today’s speech of 
his splendid summing up for the prosecution 
in the case of the Tichborne claimant. Both 
the prisoners hung intently on every word of 
the charge, and neither of them removed his 
gaze for a moment from the Judge's face. 
Once Burton half arose from his seat, as if to 
interrupt the Judge, but he was quickly and 
easily restrained by the warders. 

During the short interval between the re- 
tirement and the return of the jury the pris- 
oners sat with faces averted from each other, 
and, as much as possible from the spectators 
who utilized this occasion to get a good look at 
the dynamite flends.“ Some of the women 
were provided with opera glasses, through 
which they closely scrutinized the prisoners. 
The general opinion was that they 
looked far more despondent n flend- 
When the verdict was announced 
Cunningham’s face was unchanged, and 
it was only by his nervous clutching 
at the rail of the dock that close observers 
discovered any sign of emotion. Burton’s face 
flushed for an instant and then turned very 
pale. He trembled visibly as he stood in the 
dock looking as directed upon the jurors, and 
seemed completely dazed. 

Tun PRISONERS SPEAK. 

The deep silence following the announcement 
of the verdict was broken by the Clerk, who 
said: 


Prisoners, you are found guilty of treason- 
felony. Have you anything to say?” 

Immediately Cunningham, with flashing eyes 
and in a sharp, harsh tone, almost defiant, 
made a speech. Leaning forward, he vigorous- 
ly protested his innocence. He thanked bis 
counsel and friends, and concluded his re- 
marks with the bitter exclamation: “You may 
destroy my body, but it is impossible for you 
to hurt my soul!“ 

Next Burton rose, nervously, and spoke in 
more collected and bitter language than Cun- 
ningham, and with some dignity. He also pro- 
tested his innocence. ‘* English prejudice,” he 
said. sends me to eternal punishment.” The 
Judge then, with stern look and mach impress- 
iveness of manner, amid profound silence, 
sentenced the prisoners to penal servitude for 
life. Then stillness yielded to appiause, which 
the attendants vainly attempted to suppress. 


The prisoners were then hurried out. and as 


they went must have heard the murmur of 
the audience expressing relief on knowing 
their fate. 

Lawyers andlaymen alike are criticising the 
defense made by the prisoners’ counsel. 

The two men were rigorously prosecuted and 
poorly defended. From the start it was evi- 
dent that Cunningham would be convicted; 
but Burton's acquittal was expected by 
his counsel and friends. Cunning- 
ham’s counsel, Mr. Richards, made 
a weak argument. Instead of at- 
tacking the Crown's evidence, which was al- 
most wholly circumstantial, and the links of 
which could undoubtedly be torn apart, he de- 
pended on flowery oratory and strove to excite 
the sympathies of the jury. That was his 
great mistake. It was possible to convince the 
jury by sound argument; it was utterly impos- 
sible to play upon their feelings. The line of 
defense adopted led them to conclude that it 
was the only one that could be made. 

Cunningham and Burton maintained a cheer- 
ful appearance after being taken back to New- 
gate Prison, and chatted freely with the-war- 
dens. They say that the verdict and sentence 
are no more than they expected, especially after 
the Judge’s charge, as it was evident that the 
court was organized to convict. They will re- 
main tonight at Newgate, where extra guards 
have been stationed, and be removed to differ- 
ent prisons tomorrow. 


DETAILS OF THE PLOTTING. 

A two-column statement by an American, 
giving full details of the dynamite plots, is 
printed. Burton, it is stated, was one of the 
centres of a society called the Robert 
Emmet Association or the “Sons of Free- 
dom.“ Each centre directed a party of plotters 
who were unknewn to each other. Therefore 
a party of men might be working 
in the same plot at the same place 
unknown to each other. The chief of the so- 
ciety was not O’Donovan-Rossa, but a man re- 
siding in Philadelphia. Burton, alias James 
Feeney, was long a bosom 
ot Rosse. While in Baltimore Bur- 
ton was the constant visitor at 
the house of a handsome quadroon woman 
named Mary Smith. Other parties were of- 
fended and complained of this connec 
tion, which resulted in the recall of 
Barton to New York. A fort- 
night later the woman was found 
dead, having been shot in a mysterious man- 
ner. In 1880 Burton quarreled with Rossa, 
and they have since been bitter enemies. 
Burton founded the society. The 
Avengers believed Burton’s motive throughout 
was not patriotic but pecuniary. The state-

Capt. Thomas Phelan said tonight concerning 
the sentence pronounced on Cunningham and 
Burton: “I think the sentence ise trifle too 
severe. I don't think the evidence conclusive- 
ly proved that these are the men who did the 
work, though they were identified as the men 
seen on the train at the time of the under- 
ground railroad explesion. I don’t think the 
sentence will have much effect upon the 
work of dynamiters in this country, although 
it may deter timid men from engaging in that 
business. It will bea godsend to Rossa and 
his crowd. It will give him an Opportunity to 
open the columns of his paper for contribu- 
tions for the families of these Men, If they 
get 10 per cent of the money collectea they may 
consider themselves fortunate.“ 

New Tonk. May 18.—/[Special. J—Speaking 
of the sentencing of Cunningham and Burton 
in London, O' Donovan-Rossa said: I cannot 
tell you what I know of the blowing up of the 
Tower of London, but this much I can tell 
you: that these are not the men who did it. 
They are martyrs to the British thirst for 
vengeance. Their conviction is a judicial 
crime.” 

At the office of the Irish World, Patrick 
Ford’s paper, much surprise expressed at 
the news.

WAS HE KIDNAPED? 


THE STORY OF A NEW ORLEANS YOUTH 
WHO WAS ENTICED ON BOARD A VESSEL 
AND CARRIED TO GUATEMALA. * 

New York, May 18.—A morning paper pub- 
lishes a startiing story from Key West, Fia., 
which gives an account of the kidnaping 
of Edward Santa Rosa, a youth of 16 years, 
from New Orleans. Rosa reiates a pitiful 
story, which, if true, would call fora full in- 
vestigation by our Government. Rosa states 
that ast September, at New Orleans, be was 
enticed on board a vessel, the Captain of which 
offered to take him to Key West. While he 
was talking with the Captain the vessel sailed, 
and he and sixty-six others, who bad been also 
entrapped, were carried to Puerto Barrios, 
Guatemala, by the steamer Ella Knight. He 
says: 

4 We arrived at Puerto Barrios, in Guatemala, 
about sundown of Wednesday, Oct. 8 after a 
voyage of a little over six days, to eat- 
ing poor food and drinking Urackish water 
nearly all of our party were sick, and five were 
for four days unable to get on deck. Alto 


gether the passage was a very disagreeable 


one. We anchored in the open harbor about a 
quarter of a mile from shore, when Jim 


sat New Or- 
leans), along with the Captain and mate, went 
ashore, where I heard him call out: ‘Here 
are my cattle, for which I am to get $10 per 
head.” We were landed in small boats and 
counted, whereupon O’Donald went up to the 
office of J. P. Bousierron, the President of the 
railroad company, and received $650 for this 
shipment of sixty-seven men. Bousierron, 
though a Kentuckian, spoke French fiuent- 
ly. N. B. Day of Chattanooga, Tenn., 
is Vice-President. When I left New 
Orleans I had $23 in my pocket. 
As we were landing Mr. Day sung 
out: ‘Hurrah!Jlook at the boys! There is 
plenty of money there.’ Mr. Bousierron said 
to the soldiers: ‘Go to searching!’ The sol- 
diers were native blacks, and spoke English, 
and were under the command of a tall white 
man. If any of our party objected to bemg 
searched his money and arms were taken from 
him by force, and there was a tree near at 
hand, and a lash was shaken to show him that 
he would be tied up and whipped. As we were 
brought ashore in small parties those remain- 
ing on board did not know what was in store 
for them until they, too, were forced to give up 
their property. President Bousierron sat at a 
table with a box at hand, into which he dropped 
the money as it was passed to him by the 
soldiers after taking it from our party. 
As it was never intended the workmen 
should ever earn and be paid money 
enough to get away from Puerto Barrios, 
they were at once. robbed of what money 
they brought with them, in order that that door 
of escape might also be closed against them. 
The work at Puerto Barrios was commenced in 
July, but during August and September there 
were not many men secured. In October they 
began to get their supply. New Orleans was 
filling up with people, and O’Donald and Stall- 
ings knew how to get them to Puerto Barrios. 
I figure up the following receipts of laborers 
up to Jan. 14, when I left: At work when our 
party arrived, about 300. Our party, ver Ella 
Knight, 67; brought by Wanderer, 173; 
brought by Blanche Henderson, 120; brought 
by Ella Knight, 17; total, 677. At work when 
I left, about 200; to be accounted for, 477. If 
a laborer would not go to work he was denied 
food. Men were kicked till they left sick beds 
to return to wurk. The system was one of 
torture, but life was cheap. The men only 
cost the company $10 each. It was President 
Bousierron’s habit to pay us a monthly visit 
in the interior, mding a mule. If unable to 
come himself, he sent bis agent to inspect the 
work and report. The men were worked in 
gangs of ten or twenty, and whatever a man 
was told to do he was expectedtodo. There 
was no ‘strike’ allowed at Puerto Barrios. 
There were no ministers, no churches, nor 
religious services of any kind while I was 
there. The hospital was an old ragged tent, 
infested with lizards, gnats, and ..0squitoes, 
Quinine was the great remedy in sickness, and 
the men were stuffed with it. One poor French- 
man became flighty with it and fied to the 
woods to die in the marshes ot the San Fran- 
cisco River, five miles away. There was no 
burial ground. When a man died he was 
wrapped in a blanket, and a hole was dug in a 
place most convenient, ana the body put away 
without any ceremony. The woods and mount- 
ains about Puerto Barrios became so tull of 
exposed decaying bodies that the place must 
foraseason be a more than unusually un- 
healthy place to live in.“ Rosa says that he 
made his escape last January, and has just 
landed in this country.

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"THE CRISIS AT HAND. 


| Springfield the Mecca Toward 


Which All Diinois Politicians 
„ Purn Their Faces. 


‘Republicans Confident that Gen. Lo- 


gan Will Reap His Well- 
Earned Reward. 


Programs for Today The Boodle 
Campaign. 


SPRINGFIELD, III. May 18.—[Special.]—The 
crisis in the Senatorial situation is at band. 
Politicians in both parties agree that the devel- 
opments of the present week will determine 
whether the present Legisiature is going to 
elect a Senator, and, if so, who it will be. If 
there are any traitors in the Republican camp 
they will have to earn their mess of pottage 
within the next forty-eight hours. If there 
are none, no amount of bribes—either in the 
shape of money or offices—can long delay the 
election of Gen. Logan. The city tonight is 
filling up with politicians from all parts of 


the State, who have come to witness what they : 


think is, the end of a four months’ contest. 
Tomorrow there will probably be more people 
in Springfield than at any time since the ses- 
sion opened. Members who have returned 
from home declare there never has been a con- 
test in which the outcome was awaited with 
more feverish anxiety, while at the same time 
the Republicans are everywhere reported to be 
confident that Gen. Logan will reap the reward 
of his patient and brilliantiy-fought battle. 

The plans of the two partieé are easily out- 
lined. On the part of the Republicans 
the idea is simply to vote till Gen. Logan has, 
received the ballot of every member elected to 
the Legislature as a Republican. When he 
gets this be will have 103 votes and will be 
The aim of the Democrats for the 
present isto keep the Republicans from get- 
ting their full voting strength, and to bring 
this about a great deal of scheming has been 
done, which, from present indications, will be 
entirely fruitiess. As usual, most of the fine 
work bas been put in on the Chicago mem- 
bers. The boast is made by some of the 
Democrats that there will be three absentees 
from Cook County. These, it is said, will be 
Ruger, Sittig, and one man whose name is 
not given. This is purely bluff. Ruger is in 
Springfield tonight, and will vote for Logan to- 
morrow. Sittig's friends say he will be on 
hand in the morning, and will also vote for 
Logan. It will probably be found that the 
ringsters are lying about the third man for a 
purpose. 

It is stated on what seems to be good authori- 
ty that the Democratic leaders in the Legislature 
have received avery definit explanation of the 
President’s views on the Senatorial question, 
and from a source in which they have confi- 


dence. This is to the effect that if the election 


of a Republican to the Senate cannot be pre- 
vented Cleveland and his advisers would rather 
see any one but Logan returned, and would 
sanction any trade by which the Administra- 
tion would have some less aggressive opponent 
in the Senate. If this cannot be prevented, it 
is said that Cleveland would like to see Logan's 
term as short as possible, and would sanction 
the adjournment of the Legislature without an 
election, since the Governor could only appoint 
for two years, and the Democrats might have 

then of electing their man. The 


authority for the above adds the further infor | 


mation that the Administration does not want 
to be considered as friendly either to Lambe 
Tree or to Carter Harrison if some of thé 
other Democratic candidates are found equally 
availabie. It is said that information of Tree’s 
position in the Chicago Couvention has been 
conveyed to the President in a way that caused 
him to frown on the Chicago millionaire. In 
that convention Tree remained a steadfast sup- 
porter of Bayard, and would not agree that the 
solid Illinois delegation vote for Cleveland. 
The grounds of hostility to Carter Harrison are 
stated to be the fear that if Carter ever got to 
Washington as the Democratic Senator from 
Illinois the Capital would not be large enough 
to hold bath himself and Cleveland. More seri- 
ously it is said that the same influences which 
secured 8. Corning Judd’s appointment as Post- 
master prejudiced the President against Harri- 
gon, and this prejudice was deepened when the 
Mayor sent an impudent demand that MoGari- 
gle be made Marshal. Any of the other candi- 
dates it is declared will receive friend- 
ly consideration from the Administration, but 
the powers that be at Washington are repre- 
sented as placimg very little confidence in the 
claims of the Illinois Democrats. After the 
Thirty-fourth District flasco assurances were 
sent to Washington that Weaver would be kept 
out of his scat for a month, or long enough to 
elect a Democratic Senator. Then last Thurs- 
day afternoon some of the indiscreet cor- 
ruptionists telegraphed direct to the White 
House that Tree would be elected in the even- 
ing. After the failure of the corruption fund 
to accomplish its object the assurance was re- 
peated that the election would be the 
following morning. Along with the 
news that there had been no election Friday 
went the information that Weaver had been 
seated, In view of the circumstances, it is not 
surprising that the President should be repre- 
sented as favoring a policy looking not so 
much to the election of a Democrat as to pre- 
venting the choice of a Republican. If the 
President’s views on the subject are not made 
known directly to the Democratic legislators 
through the medium of John Oberly it will be 
through some other source entitled té respect.

DEMOC OCRATIC “EFFRONTERY. 

The attitude of the Democrats in the IIIi- 
nois Legislature, who still aspire to elect a 
successor to Gen. Logan in the Un States 
Senate, is at once impertinent and corrupt. 
The Democrats have at no time had a valid 
claim to the Senatotship. Illinois went Re- 
publican by 25,000 majority at the same 
election at which the Legislature was chosen. 
That the two parties were a tie in the Legis- 
lature was due to the. interference of local 
issues and factional quarrels. In the Fourth 
Senatorial District, which gave Blaine and 
Logan 2,600 majority, a Democratic Senator 
and two Democratic Representatives were 
returned where the people were entitled to a 
Republican Senator and two Republican Rep- 
resentatives. In the Fifteenth District, 
which was Republican by 1,000 majority, 
two out of the three Representatives chosen 
were Democrats, though the proportionate 
representation should be the other way.

It it had not been for these 
three instances ot misrepresentation, the Re- 
publicans would have had a clear majority 
from the start, and Gen. Logan would long 
since have been eleeted. Hence the Demo- 
crats have had at no time a moral claim on 
the Senatorship. But their technical right to 
contest the prize so long as there was a tie 
has disappeared with the election of Mr.

GOVERNMENT APPOINTMENTS. 

The mugwump newspapers and their Wash- 
ington correspondents are engaged in desper- 
ate efforts to defend the course of the new 
Administration in regard to appointments, 
and contend that it is the purpose of Mr. 
Cleveland and his advisers to establish the 
best possible service and make it ag nearly 
non-partisan as possible. The Republicans 
are not inclined to believe this, and the out- 
and-out Democrats are too much disgruntled 
to apologize very profusely for the mistakes 
which the Administration has made. But 
the Independents, who are responsible for 
Mr. Cleveland’s nomination and election, 
think it incumbent upon them to stand by 
him. Even the Postmaster-General’s circu- 
lar letter to Congressmen is approved as a 
desperate device to escape the misinforma- 
tion which has led to several bad appoint- 
ments, though it is admitted that this ery for 
help should have been addressed to the peo- 
ple openly rather than to professional office- 
brokers confidentially. 

The regular Washington correspondent of 
the New York Herald, a man of experience 
and wide information, has sent his paper a 
long letter on the subject of appointments, 
in which he accepts the theory advanced by | 
the President himself that unwise selections 
have been due to defective information and 
bad advice. But this correspondent insists 
upon Mr. Cleveland’s good intentions, and 
closes his comments as follows: 


The task which the President has under- 
taken, to form a non-partisan civil service—to 
force the officeholders to keep their bands 
away from party politics—is one of the great- 
est importance to the country; but it is also 
one of extreme difficulty. To succeed in it he 
needs the help of the people, and be can get 
that only by calling them into his councils. 
The greatest publicity on all matters relating 
to offices will give him the greatest amount of 
information on which to act. If he and ‘bis 
Cabinet perpetuate the old system, and depend 
upon Congressmen, and upon the priyate and 
secretly given advice of Congreasmen at that, 
for their information, they will have to act in 
@ great measure in the dark. They will be de- 
ceived, as they have already been deceived, and 
they will in the end be unable to fix and estab- 
lish a reform which undoubtedly thegPresident 
bas greatly at heart. 


If this theory be accepted as correct, it 
rests with the President himself to adopt the 
public methods suggested for obtaining more 
trustworthy information about the officehold- 
ers and the officeseekers. Let him announce, 
for instance, that the removal or suspension 
of a certain official whose term has not yetex- 
pired is contemplated because he has been 
inefficient or an offensive partisan, and testi- 
mony will be forthcoming to prove or dis- 
prove the assumption. Let him announce 
that an appointment to a vacant Marshalship 
or Collectorship is to be made, and that such 
and such persons are applicants for the place, 
and also that he desires to appoint the man 
of best character who will discharge the 
duties intelligently and not be an offensive 
partisan while in office, and he will receive 
abundant information through the public 
press and by private communication. Sup- 
pose the nomination of men like Phelps, 
Lawton, and Keiley for foreign missions, of 
Higgins for a prominent place in the Treas- 
ury Department, of ‘Pillsbury, Chase, and 
Troup for the revenue service, had been an- 
nounced in this public way before their com- 
missions had been made out—would not the 
President. have spared himself the humilia- 
tion of the scathing criticisms which have 
been passed upon these appdintments? 

The President is the sole judge of the 
methods he follows in making ‘appointments. 
The appointing power is his constitutional 
prerogative, and itis not hedged about by 
any conditions or limitations as to his plan 
for gathering information or making his se- 
lections. It is not sufficient, therefore, for 
the President or his apologists to explain 
away bad appointments on the score of bad 
advice. The President selects his own ad- 
visers; if they betray him into injudicious 
appointments he should call others about 
him. If his present avenues of information 
are not broad enough or do not reach out far 
enough, he should extend them. It he has a 
genuine ambition to build up an efficient civil 
service which shall be non-partisan in the 
administration of the offices he should adopt 
methods which are better calculated to assist 
him in this purpose than those which he has 
followed thus far. The responsibility 18 
upon him because he has the authority, and 
he cannot evade it. 


‘ THE IRISH CRIMES ACT. 

The foreign policy of England has once 
more been transferred to the slow processes of 
diplomatic negotiation, but quiet has not 
been restored in the Government circles. The 
home policy has now raised a disturbance of 


no ordinary dimensions by the determination | 


of the Government to renew the Irish Crimes 


‘act, which was origihally passed for a speci- 


fied time only. ‘It now threatens to bring on 
a crisis and provoke political combinations 
which may seriously endanger the Govern- 
ment in the torthcoming elections. 

The Crimes act, as is well known, was 
originally directed against the National party, 
which had Irish independence for its pur- 
pose. The perpetration.of murders, the 
formation of secret societies for violent pur- 
poses, the intimidation of juries, the collapse 
of the police administration, riots, boycot- 


tings, and disturbances of the peace, Which 


the ordinary laws of the land were not able 
to reach, led up to its passage. It was a 
very stringent law. 


of juries, to try cases of the above kind. It 
gave the Attorney-General the right to 
obtain change of venue, and, if he did not 
wish a jury, to proceed ‘without one. 
It made | intimidation and boycotting 
punishable with severe penalties, It gave 
the Lord Lieutenant authority to prohibit 
any public meeting which he believed would 
be dangerous to the peace. ‘rhe odious Cur- 
few clause enacted that if a person were out 
ot his place of residence one hour after sun- 
set or before sunrise he should be Hable to 


arrest and imprisonment unless he could 


make satisfactory explanations or prove that 
he was out upon some lawful occupation. It 
provided for the suppression of newspapers 
containing matter judged by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant to be of a seditious character. It also 
enabled the police to search for and seize 
arms and documents ‘ suspected or intended 
to be used for the purpose of or in connec 
tion with any secret society existing for 
criminal purposes,“ and also authorized mag- 
istrates to examine witnesses when an of- 
fense had been committed, though no per- 
sons changed with the offense might be pres- 
ent, The last clause in the bill, known as 
the blood tax,” authorized the Lord Lieu- 
tenant to award compensation, to come out of 
the pockets of the people, when any one was 
maimed or murdered, if the, crime were 
agrarian or the outcome of eee

of public meetings. The London Times, in- 
deed, goes so far as to charge that the or- 
ganization of the Land Lengue still exists 
under the name of the National League, and 
has even been developed. It declares that 
the ‘party whiich denounced the Prince of 
Wales on his recent visit now dominates the 
entire representation of the South and West 
of Ireland, and will send seventy or eighty 
members to the new House of Commons. It 
also quotes the following language of Mr. 
Redmond, M. P., at a recent meeting held in 
Dundalk, as one of the reasons why the re- 
newal of the Crimes act is necessary: 


He was sorry that, instead of being held 
there, that mecting was not assembled on the 
borders of Afghanistan, for he believed that if 
the cheer they had just given could reach the 
Russian Bear it would wake up that old animal 
to set about that clawing which he hoped to God 
he was soon going to give to the British Lion.

This certainly is very serious language, but 
after all it is only the language of one man, 
and as against it might be quoted with great 
force the display of loyal sentiment which 
greeted the Prince and the Princess of Wales 
from the large majority of the Irish people. 
Even the Times itself states that the visit 
was productive of much good in Ireland,“ 
and that, notwithstanding the unbecoming 
behavior of a few of the leaders, it rallied 
and brought forward all loyal men,” and 
promised well for the future. Under such 
cireumstances, especially considering that 
Ireland is upmsually quiet at present, it 
would seem impolitic to create renewed agi- 
tation, disorder, and excitement, particularly 
when it is not yet certain that the Govern- 
ment is out of the woods on the Russian 
question. That the Irish feel this matter 
very deeply is. shown by their refusal to 
accept even the .extension of local self-gov- 
ernment and further land concessions in con- 
sideration of allowing the renewal of the 
Crimes act. Should the Government persist 
in its policy it may invite disaster.

nato cholera which first appeared at San Felipe 


de Jativa, Spain, last winter, still exists in 
twenty towns in the Provinces of Valencia and 
Alicante. This fact is admitted on all bands, 
but the reports of the fearful proportion of 
deaths to the number of persons attacked can- 
pot be verified or disproved owing to the’ rigor- 
ous censorship of the press which has been re- 
‘established. by the Government. Both the 
officials and the doctors deciared positively for 
Weeks after the outbreak at Jativa that the 
disease was not cholera. During the first 
week of April, however, its spread. became 80 
alarming that further concealment was im- 
possibie and the Government officially warned 
authorities throughout the 
Kingdom and took other steps to isolate the 


‘disease. These measures caused France, 


Holland, and Portygal to deolare quar- 
antine against Spanish vessels and 
the officials are now trying to 
undo the effect of their former admission by 
concealing as far of possible every unfavor- 
able fact. They have also spread glowing ac- 
counts of the success of Dr. Ferran's new a7& 
tem of microbic ineculation as a preventive, 
but these accounts are now known to have 
been much overdrawn. Dr. Ferran has inocu- 
lated several thousand persons, and compara- 
tively few of them have been attacked or 
killed by cholera, but the subjects were gener 
ally selected from the better classes of 


the people who by their cleanliness, regular

RUSSIA’S FRESH DEMAND. 

It ie authoritatively stated tonight that Rus- 
sia demands Maruchak and Tulfikur Pass, the 
possession of which points the Ameer considers 
vital to the integrity of the Afghan frontier. 

In the House of Commons Mr. Gladstone, in 
anewer to a question by Sir Stafford Northcote, 
said that the negotiations with Russia concern- 
ing the Afghan question were still unfinished, 
and on that account the Government were un- 
able to present any more papers on the sub- 
ject to Parliament now, as it was difficult to 
separate those relating to Ak Tepé from those 
relating to other affairs belonging to the same 
question. 

The House of Commons this evening entered 
into committee of supply of £3,360,000 on 
account of the vote of credit. Lord Randolph 
Churchill moved a reduction of $2,000,000 for 
the purpose of calling attention to Sat- 
urday’s Blue Book on the Penjdeh in- 
ident. He said the indjgnation 
aroused by the perusal of the dispatches 


was not confined to the Tory party, but was- 


shared by che public at large, and even by the 
Liberal newspapers. Lord Randoiph main- 


tained that M. de Giers had said nothing 
to justity Mr. Gladstone’s statement in 
Parliament that it had been agreed 
that no further advance should 


the 


be made on either side. 


He deciared that Mr. 
Gladstone's statement of March 13 was a fle- 
tion and fantom, without the smallest justifi- 
cation. After some further discussion Lord 
Randolph asked leave to withdraw the motion. 
Mr. Biggar insisted on a division of the motion, 
which was rejected—74 to 11. 

Mr. Giadstone’s reply to Lord Randolph 
Churchill was del‘vered amid continuous Con- 
servative interruptions. When the noise reached 
its climax Gladstone stopped several minutes. 
Then in a broken voice he remarked that this 
new kind of political warfare was of littie 
matter to him, whose personal pres- 
ence was a question of months rather 
than years. The position - remained 87 
lent during the rest of the speech. 
Mr. Gladstone said he was unable yet to ex- 
plain fully the Angilo-Russian agreement of 
March 17, but he believed it to be a covenant 
of the most sacred characier. 

The Indian Government bas decided to send 
Mr. Carey, a member of the British civil serv- 
ice, to Yarkund, in Chinese Turkestan.

VICTOR HUGO DYING. 

Says a Paris dispatch: Victor Hugo is se- 
riougly ill with beart-disease and congestion of 
the jungs. He u sinking rapidly. Crowds of 
sympathizing friends at present surround the 
residence of the venérable poet, anxiously 
awaiting the result of bis affliction. 

Midnight—Victor Hugo isdying. His family 
are present at bis bedside. The doctors say 
only a miracle can save bim. An incessant 
stream of carriages is passing his house. Deep 
grief prevails. 

GREAT BRITAIN. 

In the House of Commons this afternoon 
Lord Edmund Fitzmaurice, Under Forrign Sec- 
retary, announced the Government regretted 
to inform the House that the negotiations 
which had deen carried on with Spain fora 
commercial treaty had terminated unsatis- 
factorily., The Government, the Under Secre- 
tary said, could only consider the recent actions 
of Spain as a refusal to fill the fundamental 
conclusions of the declaration of the 2ist of 
December, 1884, and Sir R. D. Morier, the Brit- 
ish Minister to Madrid, had therefore been in- 
structed to inform Spain that, under the cir 
cumstances, the negotiations were at an end. 
Tue papers on the subject would be distributed, 
Lord Edmund said, as soon as possible. The 
object of the negotiations now broken off was 
to.obtaia for England the most-favored-nation 
treatment. 

Jobn Bright bas. written a public letter ap- 
proving the pariiamentary grant of $30,000 a 
year to Princess Beatrice as a dower. Mr. 
Bright says he is astonished to see Liberals ob- 
ject to such a small grant while silent concern- 
ing the extravagance of the Government over 
unjust wars. 

Ex-Gov. Thomas Waller of Connecticut, the 
new Consul-General of the United States at 
London, was presented by Gen. Merritt, his 
predecessor, to the Lord-Mayor Friday last, 
and assumed the duties of the Consulate today. 
Gen. Merritt will visit the Continent before re- 
turning to the United States. 

Mr. Libbeos H. Mitcheil, Vice-Consul and 
Deputy Consul-General at London, has re- 
signed. 

The Mark Lane Ezpréss in its review of the 
British grain trade the last week says: The 
weather bas not improved. Cold winds and 
storms bave prevailed nightly. Vegetation is 
showing the il-effects as a result of the con- 
tinued bad weather. The sales of English 
wheat during the last week were 46,467 quar- 
ters at 37s 5d, against 58,872 quarters at 37s 10d 
during the corresponding riod last year. 
Holders of foreign wheat show a disposition 
to sell freely, but find few buyers. Sixteen 
cargoes arrived off coasts Two cargoes, in- 
cluding one of Californian, were sold, two were 
withdrawn, and twelve remained, including 
nine of Californian. At today’s market noth- 
ing was doing. Fiour was 6d@is lower. Corn 
| was Gd hie lower. Oats were 6d lower. Bar- 
les, beans, and peas were unchanged. 

The International Inventions Exhibitions 
at South Kensington, which was opened two 
weeks ago by the Prince or Wales, is already 
depleting the less- popular theatres. The exbi- 
bition is attractive, and crowds of people from 
the metropolis and the suburbs flock 
to the promenade-cuncerts given by the bands 
of the Grenadier and Coldstream Guards. 
The aquarium managers seek to get a share 
of the patronage by offering admission to the 
aquarium at balf-price to visitors returning 
from the exhibition, and the proprietors of 
many other places where an admittance fee is 
charged, but where there are other charges, 
are giving free admission to bolders of checks 
or return railway tickets from the exhibition. 

Extensive preparations are being made in 
the Post-Office Department to meet the in- 
creased traffic expected from the adoption of 
the sixpenny rate for tel ms.

Green Bay, Wis., May 18.— Special. I— The 
forest firbs that have been raging in this vicin- 
ity and northward have deen extinguished 
by the rain of yesterday and today. 
Owing to the sparsely settied condition of 
the country through which the _ fires 
burned it is dificult to get reliable. reports of 
the extent of the damage. At Oconto Falls 
and Maple Valley the loss on buildings was be- 
tween $2,000 and $3,000, with probably as much 
more on fences and machinery. At Little Suam- 
ico, Nelson Piouff’s house, barns, out-houses, 
machinery, eto., to the value of about $2,000 
were burned. They were well insured. Sev- 
eral Polish families in that vicinity were ren- 
dered homeless by the fire. At Suamico, West 
Pénsaukee, and Abrams buildings worth about 
$3,000 were destroyed. In many cases people 
took their goods from their houses for 
safety and both were consumed ; and 
in 4 few cases the goods were burned 
and the buildings left uninjured. 
Much damage was caused by the burning of 
fences and timber. The fire was especially 
disastrous because the season is very back- 
ward, and just when the weather favors farm- 
ing operations ana every effort is necessary on 
the part of the farmers they have to fight the 
fire and then repair its damages. This was the 
most extensive fire that has visited this region 
since 1871. 

Ionita, Mich., May 18.—|Special.]—Heavy 
forest fires have been raging along the Big 
Rapids Division of the Detroit, Lansing & 
Northern and the Saginaw & Western Railroads 
for the last three days. The fires extend trom 
McBride’s to Millbrook on the former and Lake 
View to Riverdale on the iatte>—a terri- 
tory thirty miles east and west and 
twenty north and south; besides destroying a 
large amount of timber, Tompsou's mill, at 
Graffvilie, with 1,500,000 feet of lumber and 
1,000,000 shingles, were burned.

GRAND TRUNK STOCKS IN LONDON. 

TORONTO, Ont., May 18.—A cable dispatch from 
London says: Grand Trunk Railway stocks were 
decidedly firmer Saturday and today, owing to the 
peliéf of there being a feasibility of friendlier re- 
lations between this company and the Canadian 
Pacifie people. It is understood the feeling in the 
hest-informed circles is that good results will flow 
from Sir Henry Tyler's visit to Canada. The likeli- 
hood that an understanding will be arrived at be- 
tween the two companies, which will result in 
avoiding undue competition between them, is 
greater than ever before. This is especially the 
case ia respect to their interests in Ontario and 
Quebec.”’ 


ITEMS. 

Mr. J. Caldwell has been appointed Superintend- 
ent of the Champaign, Havana & Western Rail- 
way, with office at Urbana, III. 

The announcement is made that the last gap in 
the Canadian Pacific Railroad has been closed, and 
the line is now continuous to the Columbia Biver. 

The Northwestern Traffic Association will meet 
at Commissioner Carman’s office to consider plans 
for regulating traffic going over the Washburn line 
of the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha Railway. 
The Auditors of the various roads ia the Chica- 
go and Ohio River pool will meet at Commissioner 
Richardson's office one week from tomorrow to 
consider matters appertaining to their branch of 
the service. 

President T. B. Blackstone, Vice-President J. C. 
MeMullin, and Chief-Engineer Booth of the Chica- 
go & Alton have gone West to inspect the new 
road which is to straighten out and shorten the 
Kansas City line of their road. 

Superintendent of Motive Power Barnes of the 
Wabash Road has appointed O. J. Wilson Acting 
Master Mechanic of the Kastern Division, with 
headquarters at Fort Wayne. He has for the last 
twenty years been Chief Clerk ot the shops and is 
a practical machinist. 

Mr. James Sullivan, special representative at the 
City of Mexico of the Mexican Central Railroad, 
denies that the road is in danger of having its con- 
cession declared forfeited. A libel suit is threat- 
ened against the Mexican Financier, which pub- 
lished the statement on the authority of a Govern- 
ment official. 

Work has begun on the Chicgrecto Marine Rail- 
way to connect the Bay of Fundy with the Strait 
of Nortbumperland. a distance of twenty-five miles. 
It will resembie Mads’ ship railway, and cost 
$5,000,000. The Dominion Government has subsi- 
dized the scheme to the extent of $150,000 a year 
for fifteen years. 5 

Messrs. George M. Bogue, D. 8. Gray, and R. A. 
Ford, recently elected arbitrators to fix percent- 
ages for the Transcontinental Association. will 
meet in Arbitrator Bogue’s offices today to consider 
the arguments of the various roads and make an 
award. Messrs. Bogue and Gray, who are to arbi- 
trate the percentages for the Pacific Coast Associa- 
tion, will meet afterwards and attend to this matter. 

The case of George Hater, praying for an order 
restraining Hugh J. Jewett from delivering certain 
pooled stock of the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Day- 
ton Railway to the New York, Lake Erie & West- 
ern Railway Company, and, in case he had de- 
livered it, to restrain the Erie Company from vot- 
ing it, came to a hearing in the Superior Court in 
Cincinnati yesterday. Mr. Maxwell, for pliaintiff, 
opened the argument, and was followed by Hoad- 
ly. The arguments will be resumed today. 

The impression prevails that the Commercial 
Express Fast Freight Line is going or has gone out 
of existence, owing to the retirement of Mr. H. C. 


. Vilas from the General Managership of the line. 


This is notso. The line will continue in existence 
the same as heretofore, but there will be no Gen- 
eral Manager. Mr. Thomas Tandy, General Freight 
Agent of the Great Western Division of the Grand 
Trunk, will bereafter attend to the supervision of 
ents, etc., in addition to his other duties, 


Controller of the Currency of Vermont has 
refused to sell tue bonds of the Montreal, Portland 
& Boston Railroad held by Receiver Hendel of the 
Vermont National Bank at the prices offered for 
them. He has made an assessment on the capital 
stock of tne defunct bank to the whole amount of 
-half payable in thirty days and the 
balance in sixty days. St. Johnsbury (Vt.) banks 
are interested in this assessment to the amount of 
$60,000, and the Brandon Bank to about $10,000. 
The General Freight Agents of the Oregon Rail- 
way & Navigation Company, Union Pacific, and 
Northern Pacific have issued acircular to agents 
and connecting lines informing them that owing to 
the numerous expensive errors that have resulted 
from the confusion of the names Dalles (Wasco 
County) and Dallas (Polk County), Ore., hereafter 
all consignments of freight for the latter point 
must be marked, signed for, and billed, ** Dallas, 
Polk County.“ Freight for Dalles may be treated 
as heretofore. No consignment marked, receipted 
for, or billed simply Dallas will be received by 
the above lines. Agents will be held responsible 
for the disregard of this rule. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad Company the first of 
next month will introduce a new air system of sig- 
nals in their passenger trains to take the place of 
the bell- rope now in use. When the air-brake was 
first used it was discovered that the pipes were too 
small, and larger ones were put in. These old 
pipes will now be used to signal from the conductor 
to the engineer when the former wishes to stop the 
train. The pipes all communicate with a smal! 
whistie in the engineer’s cab, and the signal will 
be given by the conductor pulling a rope which 
will hang on one side of the car. The main ad- 
vantage of this arrangement will be that it will be 
more difficult for passengers to stop the train. 

The Wisconsin Central has commenced taking 
east-bound Minneapolis and St. Paul freight via 
its own line to the point of connection with the 
Green Bay, Winona & St. Paul, thence to Green 
Bay, from there to Buffaio by a line of Delaware & 
Lackawanna boats, and from there over the Lack- 
awanna rail route, The first shipment by this new 
line was one of twenty-five car-loads, and Central 
Officials say that they will now continue to take 
out twenty-five car-loads of grain and flour per 
day from the two cities. Nothing has developed 
relative to an arrangement for tne Central with the 
Milwaukee & St. Paul whereby the former can se- 
cure an entrance into Milwaukee and Chicago over 
the latter’s tracks for St. Paul and Minneapolis 
business, 

A meeting of the Local Committee of Passenger 
Agents of Chicago east-bound roads was held yes- 
terday at the office of Chairman T. C. Moore to 
further consider what action is necessary to prevent 
the demoralization of passenger rates. All roads 
except the Chicago & Atlantic were represented. 
The representatives of all the lines asserted that 
they were maintaining the $18.50 rate, Chicago to 
New York, and it was agreed to hold to this rate 
regardiess of what the Chicago & Atlantic may do. 
Complaint having been made that the agents of 
some of the roads were selling steamship orders 
from points in the Northwest contrary to agree- 
ment, the matter was investigated, but all the lines 
declared that they sold no steamship orders from 
the Northwest except such as were sold by the duly 
authorized steamship agents.

He 
felt contident that an examination of his record 
would bear this statement out. 

A member inquired whether those news- 
papers,“ particularly THe TRiBuNsE, bad not 
been inspired, or perhaps bought up, by some 
enemy of the university. : 

The Chairman (Dr. Lorimer) confessed his 
inability to answer that question. 

Dr. Kennard renewed his former motion, but 
substituted the name of Dr. A. J. Smith of the 
Standard for that of Dr. Anderson. 

This prevailed and the conference adjourned. 


LOCAL POLITICS. 

The Circuit Judges bave had some confer- 
ences as to the make-up of their Campaign 
Committee during the last three or four days. 
It is understood that the menibers of the joint 
committee which tendered them the nomina- 
tion will form the nucleus of the Campaign 
Committee. There will be in addition one 
member from each ward and one from each 
Commissioner’s district, some say from each 
town. All precautions will be taken against a 
surprise. There is as yet no talk of opposi- 
tion. A pretty good vote will be polied, how- 
ever, as proposition to permit 
the County Commissioners to borrow 
$1,000,000 to build county institutions 
will come before the people.

BABY-FARMING. 

The inquest on the body of Lily Pearl How- 
ard, the child whom Mrs. Hunting brought to 
the Twelfth Street Station iast Friday claiming 
to have found it upon her door-step, was con- 
cluded yesterday. 

Dr. Bluthardt testified that he made a post- 
mortem examination of the child and found no 
traces of food in the stomach, and that the in- 
testines were very much contracted. He also 
found two bed sores on her back. These he 
thought were caused by negiect. It was his 
opinion that the child died from general debil- 
ity and convulsions caused by improper feed- 


ing. 

The jury then retired, and after a few min- 
utes’ deliberation brought in a verdict that the 
baby died from convulsions caused by im- 
proper feeding or starvation while in the care 
of Mrs. M. P. Hunting. They recommended 
that Mrs. Hunting be held to await the further 
action of the grand jury.

THE ALLEGED ENORMITY OF ITS WICKED- 
NESS—ANOTHER LETTER FROM PRESI- 
DENT GREENE—$17,000,000 INSURANCE SAID 
TO BE LOST TO FAMILIES OF TONTINE 
POLICY-HOLVERS4N TEN YEARS—A SCATH- 
ING DENUNCIATION OF THE SYSTEM. 
Editor of the New York Tribune. In your 

issue of March 22, ult., in answering the state- 
ments and criticisms of Messrs. Beers, Hyde, 
Alexander, and McCurdy, I showed that the 
Tontine principle in life insurance is absolute, 
unqualified gambling, because it makes a man 
stand to lose by Japse that which need not be 
lost by lapse; that which lapse ought not to 
cause the loss of at all; it therefore makes him 
neediesly and of set purpose expose to the risk 
of loss that which need not and would not be 
at the risk of loss but for his act. This is 
gambling, pure and simple. | 

And, aside from this aspect of Tontine, which 
directly involves public morality, I have 
shown this peculiar vice about this particular 
form of gambling—namely: that there is lost, 
not merely what one has paid to a company 
over and above the cost of his insurance up to 
the time his policy lapses, but the paid- 
up insurance which that overpayment ought 
to secure for bis family at once if he cannot 
carry on the original insurance, and which 
such overpayment would secure bad he taken 
a policy framed upon the true principles of 
life insurance. 

THE THING GAMBLED FOR. 

He is not only gambiing, but he is gambling 
with bis family’s protection; and the purpose 
of his gambling is to win from other families 
the value.o! the protection they may be made 
to forfeit by lapse during the Tontine or semi- 
Tontine period. The profits of Tontine are 
forfeited reserves and surpius: the profits of 
semi-Tontine are partly forfeited reserves and 
wholly forfeited surplus; and both reserves 
and surplus ought, in case of lapse, to 
paid-up insurance to the family or 
dependents, tor whose protection the 
ance was originally taken.

REAL-ESTATE TRANSFERS. 
The following instruments were filed for record 
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Judge Blodgett yesterday morning decided the 
“motion to dissolve the temporary injunction in the 
case of Augustin Daly, the New York playwright, 
against Robert B. Peattie, a Chicago newspaper- 
man. This was a bill fled to restrain the defend- 
ant from using or selling a transia tion which he and 
Von Schierbrand had made of a German play called 
„Der Raub der Sabinerinnen,” or Rape of the 
Sabine Women.“ Daly claimed to have purchased 
from the agent of the authors the exclusive right 
to translate and represent this work in the United 
States, and charged that Peattie had illegally be- 
come possessed of a copy of it printed in manu- 
script,” and had it translated. with a view of sell- 
ing the translation. The defense was that the play 

yand was openly on 
sale there, and could also be purchased here 
through foreign book-sellers, 80 that the authors 
nad in effect dedicated it to the public. The Judge 
in deciding the motion said it was so doubtful 
whether the bill could be sustained that he thought 
he ought to set aside the previous order of injunc- 
tion. The admitted facts in the case were that two 
Germans wrote a play with the above titie.and 
gave Daly the exclusive license to represent it on 
the stage in the English languagein the United 
States and Canada. The proof snowed indubitably 
that the play had been printed in Germany and 
offered for sale. presumably with the consent of 
ot the authors, because their agent sold the work, 
and also gave the license in q There can 
be no doubt that if the same publication had 
taken place in the United States as 
had taken place in Germany there would 
have been such a publication as would have 
avoided the exclusive right of the owners given by 
the copyright law. Their literary property in the 
play would have been lost by such publi 
From the copy of the German statutes introd ced 
in evidence it appeared that ander the German 
laws a dramatic composition might be printed and 
presumably sold in public without its carrying the 
right to the purchaser to give a dramatic represen- 
tation of it. Butin the United States the printing 
and offering for sale of such a work amounted to a 
dedication to the public. When copies of a drama 
were sold or offered for sale it amounted to a pub- 
lication. The reservation which the German 
law allowed could not be attached to literary 
property imported into this country with- 
out importing the German, law, which 
would amount to adopting a principle 
here that had not been recognized in the United 
States. It must be held that the play in question 
had been dedicated to the public by publication, 
and the temporary injunction would therefore be 
dissolved. it would, however, not be proper at 
the present stage of the case to discuss the law of 
copyright bearing on the work because the case 
only came up on a preliminary motion, and the 
final testimony or a more accurate translation of 
the German law might make a different showing to 
some extent, 

Mr. High asked and obtained leave to amend the 
bill so as to make Wolf von Schierbrand, the 
transiator of the play, a co-defendant. 

The decision is an important one, as it holds that 
the words Als manuscript gedrückt,.“ which are 
found on the title page of nearly every play print- 
ed in German, do not preserve any rights to the 
author in this country if the play has been printed, 
but that any one has the right to translate or use 
such plays. 


ROTHBARTH GETS ANOTHER CHANCE. 


Judge Tuley yesterday morning decided the mo- 
tion of the defendant in the case of Marie Lehman 
against her ex-husband, Paul HRothbarth, to set 
aside the order of sequestration against him. In 
March last a decree of accounting was entered 
against Rothbarth, but he failed to appear before 
the master as ordered, and about ten days ago con- 
veyed all his property to one Engle without con- 
sideration. Mrs. Lelman’s attorney then pro- 
cured an order for the sequestration of all his es- 
tate and an injunction to prevent Engle trom sell- 
ing it, and a few days ago a motion was made 
to set this order, aside, on the ground 
that no notice of the application for the 
order had been served on Rothbarth. The latter 
left the country last fall as soon as the Supreme 
Court decided against him, and is now living in his 
cottage by the (Baltic) sea. The Judge said the 
ground of the proceedings for contempt resulting in 
the writ of sequestration was Rothbarth’s disobe- 
dience of an order of court. The terms of the or- 
der would require that the party must know of the 
order, and could not disobey until he Knew the pur- 
port of the order. He had a right to be heard be- 


0 „ The 8 was whether

personal or constructive. True, he was represent- 
ed by counsel when the order to appear was en- 
tered against him, but a contempt proceeding 
growing out of a chancery suit was to a certain 
extent a new suit in the name of the people, and 
quasi-criminal in its nature. Notice to a solkcitor 
in such a case was insufficient. The negleet of a 
lawyer often lost his client certain rights of de- 
fense or property, but it should never be held that 
his neglect to notify his client of an order to ap- 
pear before a master should operate to make a 
client liable to imprisonment for failure to appear. 
Under the old practice a copy of the decree or order 
must first be served on the defendant before the 
extraordinary writ of sequestration could issue. 
The writ was improvidently issued in the present 
case, and must be set aside. Mr. Pence, Mrs. Leh- 
man's attorney, obtained leave to serve a substi- 
tuted notice of the order for accounting before 
making another application for sequestration. 


THE BUCKET-SHOP CASES. 


The contempt case of the bucket-shops against 
the Board of Trade came up before Judge Tuley 
yesterday, but the day was consumed in arguing a 
motion to strike from the files the answers of the 
Board of Trade and its officers on the ground of 
irrelevancy. The Judge overruled the motion for 
the present, saying that he would hear another 
application of the same character when the con- 
tempt matter was argued. After some discussion 
it was agreed that Judges Tuley and Moran should 
sit together and hear all the bucket-shop cases 
on a final hearing and also on the rule to dissolve. 


WILLS. 

The will of Eugene Sullivan was admitted to 
probate yesterday and letters testamentary were 
issued to his two daughters, Mrs. Margaret O’Con- 
nor and Mrs. Julia Hay, who are named as execu- 
tors in the willandto whom all the property is 
given. The testator owned about $62,000 worth of 
property, most of which is city real estate, includ- 
ing No. 151 West Van Buren street, No. 153 South 
Market street. and No. 24 Boston avenue. 

The will of Samuel H. Larminie of Hyde Park, 
who died May 8, was proven, and his widow, Han- 
nah A. Larminie, to whom all the property is given, 
took out letters testamentary. The téstator re- 
sided at No. 5006 ern avenue and his prop- 
erty amounts to $33,000 


A VERDICT AGAINST A MONEY-LENDER. 


In March, 1883, John C. Cosgrove and another 
party bought about $10,000 worth of boots and 
shoes inan Eastern city and brought them here 
with the intention of opening a store. They were 
stored for a time in a warehouse, and while there 
Cosgrove’s partner borrowed $1,000 of ¥. F. Cole 
and secured it by chattel mortgage on the goods in 
the warehouse. In October following Cole sold the 
goods by foreclosure under an alleged failure to 
pay the interest on the note, but Cosgrove charged 
it was done without any warrant of law, and sued 
to recover the value of the goods. Yesterday he 
recovered a verdict against Cole for $7,842. 

ITEMS. 

Judge Harlan arrived here yesterday and was 
busy all day with Judge Gresham in the hearing of 
the Mackin-Gallagher cases. Tomorrow he will 
hear the case of Hill vs: Chicago & Evanston Rall 
road Company, which will take several days. Next 
week he will go to Milwaukee, and on his return 
will probably hear some other cases. 

In the case of the Chicago Life-lnsurance Com- 
pany Judge Tuley yesterday entered an order au- 
thorizing the receiver to sell to E. J. Lehmann 
twenty-two acres in Lake View for $49,304, 
cash and the remainder in two years. 

John H. Ziller Jr. began suit against Luke Bur- 
lingham for $5,000 for calling him a thief and oth- 
erwise reviling and calumniating him.

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ST. LOUIS MARKET QUOTATIONS, 
THE VILLAGE AT THE OTHER END OF THE 

BRIDGE INDULGING IN. A LITTLE HARM- 

LESS BLOW. 

Sr. Lours, Mo., May 18.—[ Special. — The 
matter of furnishing market quotations for 
the country was the only subject on Change 
today. The whole matter of the quotations 
was put into the hands of Messrs. Cobb, Ewald, 
and Cox with full power to act. A reporter is 
to be engaged and the quotations furnished as 
required, This morning it was reported.on the 
floor of the exchange that Chicago had laid 
down her band, given up the game, and per- 
mitted her quotations to go out for mis- 
cellaneous. distribution. Inasmuch as every- 
body understood the action of the Western 
Union in soliciting St. Louis quotations was 
simply its innings in the game which has been 
going on for sume time past between the tele- 
graph company and the Chicago Board of 
Trade, great interest was expressed in this 
story. The board here are working with tne 
bucket-shops, for when the question of permit- 
ting the bucket-shops to compete with the 
trade up-stairs was broached to the committee 
they took no action, and said bucket-shops 
could not affect the trade one way or another. 
There was a rumor, backed by a number of 
telegrams, stating that Chicago had retreated 
from her position and was sending quotations 
The question was 
asked: Wül this fact change your plane any, 
Mr. Ewald?” 

Not at all. Why should we have not gone 
into this matter because Chicago did or not do 
a certain thing, but because it would be an ex- 
cellent thing for this exchange to have its fig- 
ures distributed over the country? We shall 
go right along and employ a reporter who will 
be an official of this exchange and who will 
give the official figures. We will be ready to 
begin in a day or two. We want our quota- 
tions distributed, and it will be done. The sig- 
nificance of the contract entered into by the 
telegraph company was meant only as a mat- 
ter of form to establish our property on the 
quotations.” 

Mr. Seth Cobb was asked if there was any 
fresh development in the quotations matter: 
„Lou have beard,” said Mr. Cobb, that Chi- 
cago has decided to let ber figures go out. At 
any rate, I was told that this morning, and it 
sounds very probabie. This will make no dif- 
ference of course with the committee work. 
We will secure au official reporter and furnish 
the Western. Union Telegraph Company with 
the figures very shortly.“ 

Mr. E. H. Brown of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company said: What you tell me is 
news to me. I do not know that the Chicago 
board is furnishing the figures. I bave had no 
notification to that effect as yet.”’ 

„% What do you intend to do with the St. 
Louis flgures?“ 

We shall go right along and get them out 
in good shape to all of our customers who 
want to take them. I tell you that it is going 
to be a great thing for the St. Louis market—a 
very great thing.” 

It will thus be seen that while the story of 
Chicago weakening has been very generally 
told and believed on Change it has not yet 
been confirmed. The merchants on Change 
and the bucket-shop men believe that it is only 
a question of time when Chicago will yield, 
but they do not quite believe that that time 
has yet arrived. There are now twenty towns 
outaide of St. Louis where the quotations of 
the St. Louis market are taken, a larger circu- 
lation than was ever known before. 


MALARIA ALTITUDES. 

While malaria belongs chiefly to low-lying 
districts, it may, under favorabie conditions, 
exist at great elevations. On the Tuscan Apen- 
nines it is found at a hight of 1,100 feet above 
sea level; on the Pyrennees and Mexican Cor- 
dilleras, 5,000 feet; on the Himalayas, 6,400 
feet; on the Island of Ceylon, 6,500 feet; and 
on the Andes, 11,000 feet, Under ordinary 
circumstances, however, a certain moderate 
aititude affords immunity from malaria. The 
elevation of entire security is not positively 
known, but it has been approximated as fol- 
lows: Iv Italy, 400 to 500 feet; in California, 
1,000 feet; in the Appalachian chain of the 
United States, 3,000 feet; in the West Indies, 
1,400 to 1,800 feet; in India, 2,000 feet. In any 
of these regions malaria may drift up ravines 
to an indefinabie hight.
